There are some import- 
ant developments in the Hawaiian situ- 
ation: 
cated that the administration is not in 
any way lukewarm in the matter, as 
was at first supposed. Secondly, the 
action of the commander of the Boston, 
against which Great Britain is about to 
file, or has filed, a formal protest, has 
received the official approval of the 
President and Cabinet. The sentiment 
in favor of annexing is rapidly extend- 
ing, and several members of the Cabinet 
have expressed themselves in favor 
of it. It has been* reported that 
President Harrison is in favor of annex- 
ation. Although the course pursued by- 


ton’s marines on shore was without ex- 
plicit instructions from the Govern- 
ment, his action is fully approved by 
the President. In the Senate there is 
distinctively an American feeling on 
the Hawaiian question, which is not 
confined to any party. Therecan be no 
doubt that the majority of the mem- 
bers of the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee look with favor on the establish- 
mentof American domination on the 


islands, but in just what shape isa 


matter of detail not yet considered. 

The objection to Mr. Chandler’s resolu- : 
tion on the subject as offered today is 
not ldvked upon in any way.as an anti- 
annexation feeling but rather asa fear 
on the part of the opponents of the anti-

THE PROBLEM CAN NOW BE SOLVED. 

Mr: Dolph, member of the Committee 
Foreign Relations, said this evening: 
“The United States has been waiting 
fifty years for this opportunity, and 
now that it has come in such a way the 


| problem can be solved without difficulty. 


I certainly see no reason why we should 
hesitate. The man who would oppose 
what is the manifest duty of the coun- 
try in this matter is, ] think, hardly 
deserving of a seatin Congress. I cer- 
tainly favor control of these islands by 
the Government of the United States.”’ 

Mr. Hiscock, another member of the 
same committee, is also in favor of, an- 
nexation. -‘‘I believe,’’ said he, ‘this 
Government should prevent any inter-

policy to be friendly. In a country like 
‘the United States, as he looked 
upon it, it was of little moment 
whether the annexation of Ha-. 
waii involved the expenditure of 
thousands or millions. Senator Chand- 
ler’s- resolution requests the President 
to lay before Congress any treaty he 
may make for ratification by legisla- 
tion. The purpose of that language 
was to permit the House of Representa- 
tives to share in the responsibility in 
the disposition of the subject and not 
have the action taken in the Senate 
and behind closed doors. Undoubtedly 
this was calculated to strengthen the 
proposition contained in the resolu- 


tion looking for annexation. Chand- 
ler says the time has come 
for the United States. to  an- 


nex the Hawaiian Islands. For years 
they have been gravitating toward us, 
butas long asa self-supporting auton- 
omous government could be maintained 
on the islands, there was no necessity 
for annexation. Now, however, it is 
apparent that the government can no 
longer stand, and as the people are 
willing to come to us it willnot be 
necessary for the United States to em- 
bark in a*general policy of annexation 
or colonization. What we want is 
Hawaii in the Pacific and one or two 
points inthe West Indies. We need 
them for coaling stations and strategic 
outposts.

New YORK, Jan. 30.—Ex-President 
Cleveland, when asked today about the 
report from San Francisco to the effect 
that one of the Hawaiian commissioners 
had .received advices from the Bast 
which encouraged him to believe that 
Clevéland’s administretion would be in- 
clined favorably toward annexation, 
said he had not himself. to 
anyone on the subje«’; in fact, had not 
given the matter .n;. consideration.

A Resolution Asking the Illinois Delegates 
in Congress to Favor Annexation. 


SPRINGFIELD (Ill.,) Jan. 30.—[By the 


Associated Press.| The Hawaiian mat- 


ter was brought upin the lower house 
ot the Illinois Legislature this evening 
by a joint resolution introduced by Mr. 
McCurdy of Cook county (a personal 
friend of Hawaiian Commissioners Thur- 
ston and Carter,) urging the Illinois rep- 
resentatives in Congress ‘‘to use their 
influence to secure American supremacy 
in the Hawaiian Islands on terms calcu- 
lated to promote permanent peace and 
prosperity in those Islands.’’ After a 
brief discussion it was laid over till to- 
morrow, when there will be a full at- 
tendance of members. 


RESTORATION PREFERABLE. 


A German Paper Considers It Better Than 
the Tripartite Agreement. 
BERLIN, Jan’ 80.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The Vossische Zeitung, 
a Radical newspaper, says of the revolu- 
tion in Hawaii: ‘*The restoration of 
the Queen ‘certainly “would be prefer- 
able to the tripartite control of that 
country. Our experince with Samoa 
by no means recommends the repeti- 
tion of such an experiment. Germany 
has no reason to meddle further with 
South Sea affairs. America and Great 
Britain might better be left by us to 
settle their relations as they think 
proper.’”’ . 


Thinks Annexation Desirable, 
Jan. 30.—Col. Volney 
V. Ashford, commander-in-chief of the 
Hawaiian forces under King Kalakau, 
is here visiting. Hesaid today: ‘‘The 


revolution in Hawaii was expected, but 


it seems the Queen has forced the hands 
of her opponents and obliged them to 
declare their opposition rather sooner 
than they expected.’’ Col. Ashford is 
of the opinion that annexation to the 
United States would be advantageous 
to the islands in view of their present 
commercial relations with the Republic. 


Comments of the Foreign Press. 
Paris, Jan, 80.—The Paris dailies 
taunt England with inconsistency be- 
cause she objects to American aggres- 


sion in Hawaii, while she, herself, ex- 
cludes other powers from Egypt. 
The Moniteur Unipersal says: ‘‘The 


great American people are not of the 
sort to be intimidated by British 
bluster.”’

The Private Funeral Was Grandly 
National in Character. 


The Streets of the Capital Thronged 
With Mourning Crowds, 


Impressive Ceremonies at House and 
Church—His Estate Valued at 
Eight Hundred Thousand 
Dollars.

Jan. 80.+|[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Blaine could not have 
a private funeral. Surging waves of 
people swept over the barriers and made 
his private funeral one of. the most im- 
pressive of public . demonstrations. 
Some of the most eminent men in the 
Nation stood around the bier. All busi- 
ness atthe National Capital was sus- 
pended during the services. The pres- 
ence of the President, Cabinet, Supreme 
Court Judges, high officials of Congress, 
and Diplomatic Corps was not more 
significant than the homage of the wait- 
ing crowds who in respectful silence 
lined the streets through which the 
funeral cortage passed. 

The parlor on the second floor, where 
the body lay, was fairly embowered in 
flowers, tributes from prominent people 
from all parts of the.country, from 
President Harrison down. The Presi- 
dent’s tribute was a wreath of orchids 
and reses, and was placed on the coffin. 
President Harrison entered first, ac- 
companied by Mrs. McKee. Following 
them came offcials from the executive, 
legislative and, judicial departments, 
the Diplomatic Corps, and others whose 
ties of kindred, friendship or associa- 
tion entitled them tothe privilege of 
being present at the final rites of the 
distinguished statesman. The parlors 
were not able to contain all who re- 
ceived invitations. Eventhe house was 
too small, and many perforce remained 
in their carriages, which filled the ad- 
jacent streets, extending along Penn- 
svivania avenue in front of the Treas- 
ury, War, Stateand Navy buildings. A 
concourse of several thousand occupied 
Lafayette Square, opposite the Blaine 


mansion, and the doors and windows of 


the adjacent houses were thronged 
with spectators,. A marked air of .de- 
corous solemnity attended even the out- 
side demonstration. 
THE SERVICES AT THE HOUSE. 

Asthe hour forthe services arrived 
the mourners, including the members of 
the family, grouped around the casket, 
the remainder of those present stand- 
ing, as there was not room for chairs. 
A simple service of prayer constituted 
the rites. Rev. Dr. Hamlin, standing 


beside the casket, delivered in alow 


tone the Presbyterian service for the 
dead, Walter Damroschin the mean- 


time touching the keys of a piano to the } 


notes of a slow dirge. Dr. Hamlin 
thanked God that life ended, only that 
immortality might begin, and besought 
the Almighty for comfort tothe mem- 
bers of the stricken household. This 
ended the brief but impressive service. 
The casket was closed and borne to the 
hearse, and the procession then wended 
its way slowly to the Church of the Cov- 
enant. The street outside was thronged 
with spectators, whooreverently doffed 
their hats asthe cortege passed by. 
Following the hearse were the pall- 
bearers as heretofore mentioned; then 
came the members of the family, the 
attending physicians, and then the dis- 
tinguished guests in due order. At the 
church ropes were stretched to exclude 
all not especially invited. 

THE CHURCH SERVICES. 

The funeral procession arrived at the 
church at noon, and to an improvisa- 
tion on the organ, composed of several 
themes of hymns which Blaine loved, 
the distinguished concourse moved 
slowly up the aisle and the body was de- 
posited at the chancel rail. The serv- 
ices at the church were as simple as at 
the house, consisting of the service for 
the dead, selections from scriptures 
and prayer. The funeral procession re- 
formed and conveyed the body to Oak 
Hill Cemetery. 

THE CHURCH DECORATIONS. 

The decorations at the church were 
very rich and effective. The terrace 
formed by the pulpit and the rail sera- 
rating the organ gallery from the plat- 
form afforded a background for a strik- 
ing massing of plants and cut flowers. 
On the ledge of the pulpit cut flowers 
were ranged in a ribbon ten or twelve 
inches in width. Below this ribbon 
and suspended from across-the front 
and curved sides of the pulpit were 
short festoons of smilax. bap- 
tismal font at the right of the pulpit 
was twined with a smilax rope and bore 
in its bowla bunch of MHarrissi lilies. 
Over the cut flowers were foliage 
plants. Ateitherend of the railagainst 
the wall stood an immense rubber tree, 


-and towering over all’ immediately be- 


hind the reading desk were two Kentias 
palms. 

The front of the organ was covered 
with curtainsof smilax. Repes dropped 
from the apex of the instrument to the 
candelabra on the side walls of the 
organ loft. This decoration was made 
under the direction of the public gar- 
dener, and has never been surpassed 
here in either profusion or perfect en- 
semble. The space in front of’ the pul- 
pit, in which the coilin lay, was en- 
tirely covered with floral emblems, 
which accompanied the remains from 
the hovse. These were disposed in 
such a way asto heighten the effect of 
the stationary decorations. Mrs. Blaine 
was not among the mourners at the 
church.

IN CONGRESS. 


A Resolution Introduced in the Senate to 


Annex Hawaii. 

WASHINGTON, Jan, 30.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.]

A BIG EXPLOSION. 


Fire Works Manufactory Blown to Pieces— 
Fifteen Buildings Destroyed, 
Cincinnati (O.,) Jan. 830.—[By the 
Associated Press.] A fearful explosion 
occurred in the Diehl fireworks plant 
at Reading, Hamilton county, twelve 


Henry Horn 
was burned to death: Gus Gerse and 
Viola White were fatally injured, and 
twenty-two other employés received 
painful burns and bruises. Only two of 
them, however, are at all seriously in- 
jured. The fireworks are manufactured 
in small wooden buildings, each about 
fifteen feet square. The explosion oc- 
curred in one of these little structures 
where the stars are dried. It is sup- 
posed the room became overheated and 
the highly inflammable nature of the 
material about it rendered the explo- 
sion a natural sequence. When the ex- 
plosion occurred stars went flying 
through the air a long distance, setting 


fire to the other buildings, and in turn 


setting off explosives inthem. Fifteen 
of the buildings were destroyed, and 
the glass was shattered in houses for 
half a mile around. The loss will not 
exceed $20,000.

The Philosophy of Wealth, 

It is a pity that more of the wealthy 
men of the United States do not adopt 
the philosophy of Andrew Carnegie. . 
He is wise beyond his day and genera- 
tion. for he knows when he is rich 
enough. Four years ago he retired 
from active business, and he stated to 
an Associated Press reporter the other 
day that no consideration in the world 
would induce him to return toit. And 
why should hey He has accumulated a 
large property, which is invested ina 
way to bring hima princely revenue — 
more than he requires from year to 
year to gratify all his personal desires 
and the desires of those dependent upon 
him. He does not spend it all, in fact, 
but accumulates a large balance, which 
he devotes to founding libraries and 
other beneficences. Now, the accumu- 
lation of more money, which he could 


|undoubtedly accomplish by devoting 


himself. assiduously to business, would 
not add to his pleasure—except it be 
the questionable pleasure of getting— 
and the more he accumulated, the more 
its burdens would press upon him. 
After a man has passed the climax 
of life, the toiland worry of business 
wear upon his physical and mentai fac- 
ulties with increasing ratio. So, while 
the grasping millionaire is straining 
every nerve to kold onto his possessions 
and gather in more, he is wearing out 
very rapidly. He not only denies him- 
self the larger pleasures which may be 
enjoyed only by those who are free 
from routine duties, and have culti- 
vated tastes to gratify, but he is actually 
shortening his life. Every year which 
he passes grubbing for dollars may cut 
him out of two or three years of far 
What is 
more, if he persists in gratifying his 
acquisitive faculties beyond a certain 
limit, they seem to absorb his other fac- 
ulties—he becomes addicted to a pas- 
sion—he is, in one sense, a monomaniac 
on the subject of acquiring wealth, and 
then his capacity for intellectual and 
rational enjoyment is gone. So, while 
his passion burns away the candle of 
existence at both ends, there is for him 
no real pleasure in life. It is, then, a 


question with a man when he has 


reached a certain stage and finds him- 


| self possessed of as much property as he 


can possibly enjoy, whether he shall 
loosen the tension and enjoy it, or keep 
up the tension and enjoy nothing in the 
few years that he cuts himself down to. 

Mr. Carnegie utters an important 
truth when he says that it is a great 
error of Americans that they endure 
the harassing cares incident to business 
until they break down, when they 
should be in their prime. Jay Gould 
was one of the monomaniacs we speak 
of, and he died in harness while not yet 


-an old man. He died with all his sordid- 


ness predominant in him, and left not 
one dollar in legacy to any charitable 
or beneficent object. By pursuing his 
‘ambition for getting beyond a reason- 
able limit, he sinned away his. day of 


grace, and died a bankrupt in. all 
the moral faculties which tend 
to make a man’s life great and 


a benefit to himself and his kind. 
Had Gould loosened his hold on Wall 
street ten or twelve years ago—had he 
retired to the enjoyment of his accumu- 
lations, which were then ample for all 
the requirements of himself and his fam- 
ily—he might today be a hale and 
hearty man. What is more, he might 
have broadened his life by the exercise 
of some liberality and charity, so that 
he would be a deal happier than he 
ever was in the fag-end of his existence. 
There is another benefit that comes 
with the timely retirement of million- 
aires, which Mr. Carnegie brings out in 
his interview. It gives other and 
younger men a chance; it promotes a 
more equitable distribution of wealth, 
and not only confers happiness upon 
those who retire, but also upon those 
who continue in the field of strife. 
There may be little good in lecturing 
wealthy men on this subject. When 
Ephriam is joined to his idols it is gen- 
erally well to let him alone. But we 
hope there is coming up a new genera- 
tion of Americans, destined to become 


philosophical views of the uses and en- 
joyments of wealth than the generation 
that is now, happily, being gathered to 
its fathers. They will see how utterly 
futile, even from a selfish standpoint, 
is this ‘passion of acquisitiveness when 
carried beyond reasonable limits. They 


will see how much better it is for the ' 


world. to jog.along pleasantly with 
them than fer it to wait im- 
patiently for them to get out 
of the way so that it may jog along 
more pleasantly without them. They 
will recognize the fact that more crea- 
ture comforts, as well as more intellec- 
tual pleasures, await them if they only 
realive when they have. enough, and 
quit the struggle for accumlating. In.

“ROOT KNOT.” 


The Authorities Have Power to Destroy 
All. Infested Trees. 

The disease known as ‘‘root knot,” 
which has developed to a considerable 
extent among fruit trees during the 
past year throughout this portion of the 
State, is now receiving considerable at- 
tention at the hands of horticulturists 
generally, and the local horticultural 
commissioners are desirous of taking 
active steps to prevent the spread of 
and eradicate the disease. AS to just 
how far their.authority might extend in 
this direction, the District Attorney 
was called upon for his opinion, and

ance: 


I have carefully examined and twantred 
into the law and facts concerning tbe ‘‘root 
knot” disease in fruit trees ,mentioned in 
the communication of John Scott, Horticul- 
tural. Commissioner of this county, dated 


January 16, 1893, and herewith returned

to you. 

I find several statutes still in force which 
cover the disease in question, and which I 
quote as follows: 

Approved April 9, 1880. By this act 
the Board of Supervisors | are author- 
ized, when application is made by five 
legal voters of any voting precinct, to ap- 
point acommission to inspect fruit trees, 
andincase dtsease of any kind be found the 
commissioners may take such action as 
may be necessary for the public good. 

March 13, 1883. By sec. 5 of this act 
the State Board of Horticulture, for the 
purpose of preventing the spread of con- 
tagious diseases among fruit trees, is au- 
thorized to make regulations. This act, 
while if authorizes power to cleanse and 
disinfect, does not contain any power to 
destroy. 

Mdrch 9, 1885. By this act it is made 
the duty of all owners to disinfect trees in- 
fected with any contagious disease. The 
inspector is authorized to require cleans- 
ing of all such trees imported, as well as 
those found in orchardsin this State. By 
the same itis made a misdemeanor to 
ship any guch-trees without having them 


properly labeled and disinfected. 


March 19, 1889. By this actit is made 
the duty of ‘the inspector to notify owners 
and require them to disinfect or destroy 
all trees found infested with scale, insects 
injurious to fruit trees, or other pests. 

arch 31,1891. This act is similar to 
the one last quoted, and provides more cer- 
tain and stringent methods and remedies 
in cases of trees foundto be infested with 
scale or other pests injurious to plants, 
trees, etc. 

The inspector is authorized to require the 
owner to ‘‘eradicate’’ the disease, and also 
such trees so infested are declared to be a 
nuisance, and the nuisance ordered to be 
abated. The word pest covers, within its 
meaning, a contagious disease. Reports 
have been submitted to me showing that 
‘root knot’’ is a contagious disease; that 


new trees planted in the same soil from. 


which a tree afflicted with this disease had 
been taken, contracts the same disease. 
‘All soilsin which trees afflicted with ‘root 
knot’’ have been taken are recommended 
by competent authority to be planted for 


several years to vegetables or cereals” 


before again planting to trees. 

My opinion, therefore, is that the disease 
called ‘root knot” is a contagious disease ; 
that it is within the meaning of the acts 
above quoted, and that the proper officer 
named in said acts is clothed with full 
power to destroy all such trees, ifincurable, 
and Il am advised that it is.

Peck and Smith, from the action of the 
Street Superintendent in making the 
assessments for the same, was then 
called up, when the appeal of. the con- 
tractors was read. 

The protest property-owners J. |

ponement, saying thatthe witnesses 
were onhand, andthat the investiga- 
tion should at once proceed. 

There was a disposition on the part of 
the Council to proceed, Councilman 
Strohm making a motion to at once pro- 


ceed, as did also Councilman Gaffey. 


- Mr. Wicks asked for a continuance; 
saying that there was no disposition to 
keep the contractors out oftheir money, 
but they did want justice. 

Mr. McGarvin, representing Mrs. 
Weinshank, stated that he had ex- 
amined the sidewalk in one place; and 


found it defective, the proportion of ce- 


ment being one’in fifteen or twenty, 
instead of one in six, and was followed 
by Mr. Mellus, who also instanced a 
case of defective work, which had come. 
under his personal observation. 

A desultory talk followed for some 
minutes, no one seeming to have any 


very definite idea of what course to pur- | 


sue, when President Teed left the chair, 
saying that if no one else would make a 
motion he would. He then took the 
floor (Mr. Nickell in the chair) and 
moved that a committee of three be ap- 
pointed, together with the City Engi- 
neer, to inspect the work and report 
Thursday merning at 10 o’clock.. 

There was some further general talk 
in regard to hiring experts, when Coun- 
cilman Strohm stated that the Board of 
Public Works had examined the work, 
and they found it satisfactory, and as 
good as any in the city. 

At this point Mr. Wicks asked that 
Mr. Davies give the facts connected 
with the examination by the Board of 
Public Works. 

- Mr. Davies said that when the Board 
of Public Works were on the ground, 
Mr. Polk was also present, and when 
shown the specimens he had said it was 
not a fair exhibit.

CONSULTING ENGINEER'S WAGES, 

The Supply Committee reported the 
usual requisitions, among them one 
from the City Engineer for $75 for the 
services of a consulting engineer, P. J. 
Flynn, Quite a debate followed, Coun- 
cilman Nickell taking the ground that 
the Engineer had exceeded his authority 
in employing a consulting engineer 
without authority from the county. 
The réquisition finally passed, as did 
also a demand of $100 for a typewriter 
for the Street Superintendent’s office. 

Councilman Innes moted that the 
City Engineer be allowed a consulting 
engineer, when his services are re- 
quired. Councilman Nickell, however, 
vigorously protested, when the motion 
went to the Committee on Water Sup- 
ply. 
_MESSAGE FROM THE MAYOR. 

The. following. message from 
Mayor was read: 


Mayor Hazard, on retiring from office, 
left unsigned several contracts for sections 
of the outfall sewer, and requested me to 
investigate carefully before signing. After 
carefully examining the line of the sewer, 
with the City Engineer and Mr. Munson, I 
found that sections 4 and 5 were very 
crooked and much longer than was neces- 
sary, and therefore asked the City Engin. 
eer to make a trial survey to ascertain 
what could be done in the way of. straight- 
ening. the line on those sections. The City 
Engineer reported that a straight line 
could be made, saving a distance of 1917 
feet, and that ‘the saving of this distance 
would enable the city to build these two 
sections of the full size of seventy-two 
inches in diameter at the same cost as it 
would to build on the old line where most 
of the sewer is, at present planned, but 
torty inches in diameter. 

The advantages to the city by the new 
line over the old one are: 

First—The new line is_perfectly straight, 
and there will be less wear and tear and 
freer flow of water than in the original 
long and crooked line. | 

Second—tThe saving in distance of 1917 
feet, thus not only diminishing the length 
.of the sewer to be built, but lessening the 
distance to be kept in repair. 

Third—The sewer for nearly the entire 
Iength of sections 4 and 5 will, in the new 
line, be in tunnel, and will be constructed 
seventy-two inches in diameter, which, it is 


the 


estimated, will be sufficiently large for the : 


future needs of the city, while in the plans 
as originally proposed the sewer is but 
forty inches in diameter in most of the 
distance on those sections. It is expected 
that in the course ofa few years the city 
will have increased in population so that a 
forty-inch outfall sewer will not be apy 
enough, and then it will be necessary, as 
| the original plans propose, to build afiother- 
forty-inch sewer alongside of the one'to be 
built. By building it seveaty-two inches in 


diameter now the city will save the enor- |. 


moug Outlay necessary to build this parallel 
line in the not very distant future. - : 

Fourth—About nine hundred feet of ‘the 
line now under consideration is to be built 
on made ground, according to the oziginal 
plans. It will be almost impossible to build | 
this sewer on made ground so that it will | 
not settle and crack, thus rendéring the 
‘city liable for constant and expensive re- 
pair and lawsuits for damages, if these 
breaks should create a nuisance, as they 
probably would. Thereis no part of the 
proposed straight line that is on made 
g round. 

Fifth—The proposed new short sewer 
can be built at the increased size for the 
same price as the longer and smaller and 
crooked sewer. 

Sixth—Section 4, as originally planned, 
runs for along distance through land now 
covered by alarge pond,where water stands 
until late in the summer, and if the season 
should be a wet one, as now seems proba- 
ble, this body of water might cause delay 
in the completion of the sewer. 

The old route for sections 4 and 5 was, 
perhaps, the best for which a right-of-way: 
could be obtained at the time, but E am reli- 
ably informed that at this timea right-of 
way can be obtained without cost to the 
city for the proposed new straight line.

$75 per month, was read and passed 
under suspension of the rules, Dr. E. A. 
Bryant being elected to the position.

Interesting Interview With 
Former Resident. 


Good Cause Assigned for the Pres- 
ent 


‘The Queen Persistently Trying to 
Curtail Privileges. 


The Question of Annexation—Only @ Small 
Minority Against It—The Natives 
Not Ripe for a Republican 
Form of 


W. #H. Bailey, a resident of Oakland, 
is at the Nadeau. Mr. Bailey was born 
in the Hawaiian Islands, where he was, 
for a long time, one of the most promi- 
nent white residents, being engaged in 
the sugar-planting business. Mr.: Bai- 
ley’s brother-in-law, W.O. Smith, is 
one of the four members of the provis- 
ional government which has just taken 
charge of affairs in ‘the islands, Mr. 
Smith’s office being that of Attorney- 
General. Mr, Bailey is well acquainted 
with all four of the members of the new 
government, and says they are thor- 
oughly solid and representative men, 
who have the respect of the community. 
From his brother-in-law he received 
yesterday a long letter, with inclosures, 
giving the latest news of the recent 
coup, including many particulars which 
have not vet been publisned. 

Among other details, Mr. Smith en- 
sloses a copy of the letter sent by the 
‘evolutionary party to Hon. John Ly . 
Stevens, the American Minister at Hon- 
slulu, asking protection and assistance. 
This letter, which is an offset to the 
comments of English papers claiming 

‘that there was no real cause for the re- 
sent reads as follows: 
HONOLULD, Jan. 16. 

Sir: We, the undersigned citizens and 
residents of Honolulu, respectfully request 
that in view of recent public events in this 

tingdom, culminating in the revolutionary 
acts of Queen Liliuokalani on Saturday 
last, the public safety is menaced and lives 
and property in peril, and we appeal to you 
ind the United States forces at your com- 
mand for assistance. The Queen, with aid 
and armed force, and accompanied by 
threats of violence and bloodshed from 

- those with whom she was acting, attempted 
to proclaim a new constitution; and while 
prevented foratime from accomplishing 
her object, declared publicly that she would + 
only defer her action. This conduct and 
action was upon an occasion and under cir- 
sumstances which have created general 
alarm and terror. Weare unable to pro- 
tect ourselves without aid, and therefore 
pray for the protection of the United 

States forces. 

This petition is signed by the com- 
mittee of thirteen. 


Mr. Bailey says that the moment he | 


saw the names of the members of the 
provisional government he was con- 
fident that there ‘was good cause for the 
revolutionary movement, although he 
did not know the cause of it until he re- 
_ ceived details. In the course of Atty.- 
Gen. W. O. Smith’s letter, that gentle- 
man sayS: ‘'We are determined to 
carry the revolution through this time, 
intil we are annexed by the United 
States. We took risks, and some 
~ thought our force was too small, Thurs- 
ton breaking down in health at a criti- 
cal mothent, which resulted in Dole’s. 
resigning and taking the lead. *This 
added character and force to the move- 


ment, and permitted the sending of | 


Thurston to Washington. The Amneri- 
can Minister and’ Capt. Wiltze of the 
Boston have acted finely. Mr. Stevens 
has shown a very strong character, do- 
ing nothing rashly, but always ready, 
and firm asarock. _ The public trusted 
implicitly to our committee of thirteen. 
We have allowed the Queen to forward 
her protest by mail. We have taken 
and,declared legislative as well as ex- 
ecutive powers.”’

Questioned in regard to annexation, | 


Mr. Bailey said that the chief opposi- 
tion to such a step came from a clique 
of half white office-seekers, with a cer- 
tain following of natives. 
formed natives have always acted with 

the leading white men. Residents of: 
the capital are almost unanimously in 

favor of annexation. A few persons 

favor an independent republic, includ- 

ing some of those who are now acting 
with the Queen. Even the English res- 

idents—-or a great majority of them— 

favor annexation. 

The responsible people on the islands 
are about tired of the present condition 
of affairs, and determined to havea 
change. Once before, in 1882, the 


Queen’s brother, Kalakaua, attempted | 


to take away the constitution and dis- 
franchise the whites, and the Queen ap- 
pears never to have given up this de- 
sign. In 1882 Mr. Bailey was one of 
the committee of nine which was sent 
to the King to protest against the pro- 
posed step. 

As to the possibility of an autonomy 
under the protectorate of the United 
States, Mr. Bailey is of Opinion that a 
similar difficulty would be fonnd as that 
which was experienced in the Southern 
States after the war. The natives are 
mostyl irresponsible voters, who would 
get into the hands of designing white 
men, as they have done on previous oc- 
casions. The great mass of the natives 
take little interest in politics and are 
not ripe for republican form of 
government, being unable even to hold 
their own under amonarchy. For some 
years there have been in existence 
property as well as intelligence qualifi- 
cations in the franchise. A majority 
of the natives could read and write 
until a few years ago, but of late there 
has been a falling off in this respect. 

Tomorrow Mr. Bailey goes to the 
Dlinda ranch, in Orange county, a 
property of several thousand acres, 
which he contemplates subdividing 
before long. He will return to Oak- 
iand in about a week.

CABLE ROAD SUIT. 


| Another-Day-Devoted to Identi- 


fying Bonds. 


“Apparently but Little Progress Made 


on the Case. 


Receiver Crank and Superintendent |- 


Aikin Again on the Stand. 


Another Interest Admitted to the Suit— 
The Original Trust Deeds Also Iden- 
titled—The Disposition of 
the Bonds, 


The trial of the foreclosure suit in- 
stituted against the Pacific (cable) Rail- 
way Company by the Illinois Trust and 
Savings Bank of Chicago was resumed 
in Departmert Four yesterday morning, 
after Judge Van Dyke had summarily 
disposed of the law and motion calen- 
dar of that department, aud occupied 
the attention of the Court all day. 
Very little headway was, however, 
made, owing to the large number of in- 
terests at stake, and the precautions 
exercised by counsel who represent 
them. In fact, from a layman’s point 
ot view the proceedings have, up to the 
present time, been characterized by a 
tameness and series of complications 
calculated to cause ennui. 

When the case was called Mr. Gardi- 
ner asked leave of .the. court to reopen 
the plaintiff's case, stating that he had 
one or two more questions to ask 


Messrs. Aiken and Crank. 


As neither gentleman was present, 
however, the Court requested counsel for 
the cross-complainants to proceed with 
the case in regular order, but Attorney 
Allen informed the Court that he, also, 
was unable to do so in the absence of 

Copies of the articles of incorporation 
of the various corporations interested 
in the suit at bar were, however, offered 
in evidence by that gentleman, counsei 
admitting that some of the companies 
involved were corporations, and the de- 
mand of the bondholders of July 11, 
1892, calling upon Brown and Alvord, 
the trustees, to declare the full amount 
due and immediately proceed to a fore- 
closure of the mortgage, or trust deed, 
was also offered and admitted. : 

After a slight delay the delinquent 
witnesses arrived, and J. J. Aiken was 


| at- once recahed for the plaintiff. 


Upon being shown a type-written 
schedule, witness stated that it was a, 
statement of the disposition made of the 
Pacifice Railway Company’s bonds, 
made under his direction from advices 
received from Holmes,: whereupon 
Atty.-Gen. Hart objected to this testi- 
mony on the ground that it was hearsay 
evidence. Tnis schedule was made in 
order that witness might have a state- 
ment of the affairsof thecompany. He 
did not receive these advices until 
about a year after the bonds had been 
sold, but he at once entered them in the 
company’s books, kept by him as assist- | 
ant treasurer. 

Witness was then taken in hand by 
Atty.-Gen. Hart, who cross-examined 
and in- 
sisted that the books kept by Aiken. 
here were inadmissible for the purpose 
of showing the sale of the bonds, be- 


cause, according to the witness’ own } 


admission, he made his entries therein 
upoh a statement furnished him by 
Holmes, who was in Chicago a year 
after the sale. | 

Upon re-direct examination witness 
stated that these books, which were 
opened here on May 1, 1890, and kept 
by direction of Vice-President Crank, 
purported to show all the money trans- 
actions of the corporation. 

Mr. Gardiner then read the following 
list of the bonds sold: Estate of George 
Armour, deceased, 50; M. A. Ryerson, 
25; H. Getty.. 10; guarantee fund, 2;

HEAVY DOWNPOUR. 


Over Two Inches of Rain in Twenty- 
four Hours.”

The rain continued all yesterday with 
but slight intermissions, at times com- 
ing down in torrents, the gauge at the 
Government weather office showing a 


at 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon of 2.19 
inches, bringing the total for the sea- 
son up to 13.42 inches. | 

Considerable damage resulted to side- 
walks, yards and streets in the southern 
portion of -the city, while several 
bridges have been damaged to a con- 
siderable extent, the Summit street 
bridge in particular, where the water 
has cut argqund it in such a manner as 
to almost insure its total destruction, 
which, should such a thing occur, would 
endanger several cottages depending 
upon the approaches to the bridge hold- 
ing to secure the embankments on 
which they stand from being washed 
away, for the residences of that local- 
ity are built upon foundations filled in 
with loose earth.
